Again, Sir, highly excited political parties may ex¬

own legislate ti; hut 1 merely r« fer to the odious and
unconstitutional lien anil sedition laws, Led on by
.ambitious end eb' jiient men who have become highly
etcited iti the c it lest, the triumph of party muy be¬
come pamnoun' to the jjood of tiie country, and un-

¦ onstitulionxl mot dangerous laws may he the conse.

tpence. T!»" v«-t«: power in necessary to arres: such
encroachments on tiie rs.flits of the States and of the

people.
Hut «orst of nil is 'be system of liloir-rclliitif," so

prevalent in Congress and tlie State Legislatures,
which tne authors of the Federalist d > not seem to

)nve foreseen. This is not a name, to bt> sure, for ears
polite; yet, though homely, it <s so significant of the
thing, that 1 shall be pardoned for its use. Now, Sir,
litis ve'y svstem of log-rolling in legislative bodies is

that which has involved several of too States in debts
for internal improvements, which which I fear some of;
them may never be able to pay. lu order to carry
improvements which were useful and might have been
productive, it was necessary to attach to them works;
of an opposite character. To obtain money to meet
these extravagant expenditures indulgence was granted
to III? banks at the expense of the people. Indeed
it lias been a irnitful source of that whole system
of ruinous and disastrous measures against which
th- D "nocraey have been warring for years. It lias
product*! ni»ro distress in the country tlian can be re-

rrc-d by industry ami economy for many days to come.

And yi Ii'iiv r*re|y hue any Executive had the cou¬

rage to apply t'.« remedy which the veto power pre
s?tit»>

Let us, for a moment, examine the workings of this
H/stem. It is the more dangerous, because it presents it-1
«i -If to individual members under tlie garb of devotion to !
their constituents One Ins a measure of mere local ad-'
vantage to carry, which ought, it at all, to be accomplish-,
e-l by individual enterprise, and which could not pais!
if it stood alone, lie finds that he cannot accomplish;
his object, if he relies only upon its merits, fie finds
that other members have other local objects at heart,;
i.one of which would receive the support of n majority
if separately considered. These ineinbt rs, then, form
a combination sufficiently powerful to carry the whole;
and thus twenty measures may be adopted, not one of
which separately could have obtained a respectable
vote. Thanks to the wisdom and energy of General
Jackson, this system of local internal improvements
which threatened to extend itself into every neighbor-;
hood of the n on, snd overspread the laud, was ar.j
rested by the v o power. Had not this been done, the
General Government might, at the present day, have
been in th? same wrvlchcd condition with the most in-
debtcd States.
But this system of "log-rolling" has not been coii-j

finrd to mere local affairs, as the history ot the extra
session will test fy. It was then adopted in regard to

important party objects, and was called the 11 great
system of measures of the Whig party." It was open¬
ly avowed that the majority must take the system in
mass, although it is well known that several of thi*
measures, had they stood alone, would have been
rejected in detail. We are all perfectly aware

that this was the vital principle of the Extra Ses
sion. iiy means of "logrolling' the system was!

udopted. That the passage of tlie Distribution bill
was the price paid for the Bankrupt bill, was open¬
ly avowed on this floor. By what mutual compensa
lions the other measures were carried, we are left to in
fer, and therefore I shall not hazard the expression of

any opinion in this place on the subject. The ingredi
ent, which one member could r.ot swallow alone, went

down easily as a component part of the healing dose.
And what has been the consequence? The extrava

gant appropriations ami enormous expenses of the Ex¬
tra Session have bpgjared the Treasury.

It is to check this system, that the veto power can

lis meet usefully and properly applied. The President
of the LT. 8 s'and« "solitary and alone," in his respon¬
sibility to lite people- In the exercise of this power,
he is emphatically the representative of the whole peo¬
ple. He bar the same feeling of responsibility towards
the people a', large, which actuates us towards our im-

mediate constituents. To him the mass of the people
must look as their especial agent; and human ingenui¬
ty cannot devise a better mode of giving them the ne¬

cessary control than by enabling him to appeal to them¬
selves in such canes, by means of the veto power, lor
the purpose of ascertaining whether they will sanction
the arts of their Representatives, lie can bring each
of those measures distinctly before the people for their
separate consideration, which may have bet a adopted
by log rolling as pans of a great *y stein.

Tl.c vet<» power bus long hern in existence in Penn¬
sylvania, and has been often exercised, and yet, to my
km wledge, it never has been exerted in any impor¬
tant cuse, except in obedience to the public will, or in
promotion of the interests of the people. Simon Sny¬
der, whose far-seeing sagacity detected the evils of our

present hanking system, whilst they were yet compa
ratively in embryo, has rendered himself immortal by
(us veto of the forty banks The system, however
was only arrested, not destroyed, and we are now suf¬
fering the evils. The present (lovernor has had the
wisdom and courage repeatedly to exercise the veto

power, and always, I believe, with public approbation
In a late signal instance, his veto was overruled, and
the law passed by a majority of two-thirds in both
Houses, ahhough I am convinced that at least three-
fourths of the people of the Stale are opposed to the
measure.

In the State of Pennsylvania, we regard the veto

power with peculiar favor. In the convention of ls'.'J7,
which was held for the purpose of proposing amend¬
ments to our Constitution, the identical proposition
now made by the Senator from Kentucky was brought
forward, and was repudiated by a vote of 10'i to 1-1..
This convention was composed of the ablest and mo»t

practical men in the State, and was almost equally di¬
vided between the two great rival parties of the coun¬

try; and yet, in that body, but fourteen individuals
could be found who were willing to change the Consti¬
tution in tins particular.

Whilst the framers of the Constitution thought, and

thought wisely, that in order to give this power the

practical etlect they designed, it was necessary that

any bill which was vetoed should be arrested, notwith¬
standing a majority of Congress might afterwards ap¬
prove the measure; on the other hand, they restrained
the power, by conferring on two-thirds of each House
tlie nu'hority tn pnnet the lull into a law, notwithstand¬
ing the veto of the President. Thus the existence, the
exercise, and the restraint of the power are all harmo¬

niously blended, and afford a striking example of the
mutual checks and balances of the Constitution, ho ad¬

mirably adapted to preserve the rights of the Stales and
of the people.

Tiie last reason to which I shall advert why the veto

power was adopted, and ought to be preserved, I shall
stale in the language of the seventy-third number of the
Federalist:
"The propensity (says the author) of the Legislative

Department to intrude upon the rights, and to absorb
the powers of the other Departments, has been already
more than once suggested. This instilliciency of a

mere parchment delineation of the boundaries of each,
Ins also been remarked upon, and the necessity of fur¬

nishing each with constitutional arms for its own de¬
fence, lias been inferred and proved. From these clear
and indubitable principles results the propriety of a

negative, either absolute or qualified in the Executive,
upon the act3 of the legislative branches."
Tne Executive, which is the weaker branch, in the

opinion of the Federalist, ought not to be left at the

mercy of Congress, "but ought to possess a constitu¬
tional and effectual power of self-defence." It ought
to he able to resist encroachments on its constitutional
rights.

I admit that no necessity has ever existed to use the
veto power for the protection of the Executive, unless
it may possibly have been in a single instance ; and in

it there was evidently no intention to invade his right¬
ful powers. I refer to the "Act to appoint a day for
the annual meeting of Congress." Tins act had pass
ed the Senate by a majority of 34 to S ; but when it

was returned to this body by General Jackson with his
objections, the majority was leversed, find the vote
stood hut IG in favor to 23 against its passage.
The knowledge of the existence of this veto power,

as the framers of the Constitution foresaw, has doubt-
i- ss exerted a restraining influence on Congress. That
'.ody have never attempted to invade any of the high
Kxeeutive powers. Whilst such attempts have been
made by them to violate the rights of the Stales and of
I he people, and have been vetoed, a sense of justice, ns

well as the silent restraining influence which proceeds
from a knowledge that the President possesses the
means of self-protection, has relieved him from using
the veto for this purpose.

Mr. President, 1 did not think, at the time of its de¬

livery, that the speech of the distinguished Senator
from Kentucky was one of great power; although v:e

all know that nothing he can utter is devoid of elo
quence and interest. 1 mean only to say that 1 did not
then believe his speech was characterized by his usuil
ability; and 1 was disposed to attribute this to the feeble
state of his health and Hie consequent want of Ins
usu.il buoyancy of spirit. Since 1 have seen it in print.
I have changed my opinion; and for the first time in my
life 1 have believed that a speech of h-s couid appear
better and more effective in the reading than in the de¬
livery. I do not mean to insinuate tlini any thing w as

added in the report c.f it; for 1 believe it contains all the
arguments used by the Senator and no more; but 1 was
astonished to find, upon a cartful examination, that eve¬

ry possible argument had been urged which could be
U3ed in a cause so hopeless. This is my apology for
having detained the Senate so long in attempting to

answer it.

[Mr. Clay obsrrved that lie never saw the speech ns

written out by the Reporter, till he read it in print the
next morning: and, although he found some errors and
misconception', yet, on the whole, it was very correct,
and, as well as he could recollect, contained all the ar

guiiienls lie did make use of, and no more.]
Mr. Buchanan. I did not intend, as must have been

evident to ihe Senator In produce the impression that
any thing had liven lidded. My only purpose was to

sav that it was a better speech (linn 1 supposed, and
thus to apologise to the Senate lor the time I had con¬

sumed in answering it.
I shall bri( iiy refer to two other arguments urged by

the Senator, and shall then lake iny seat. Why, says
he, should ilie President possess the veto power for his
protection, whilst it is not accorded to the Judiciary?.
The answer is very easy. It is true that this power has
not been granted to the Judiciary in form; but they
possess it in fart to a much greater extent than the Pre¬
sident. The Chief Justice of the U. S. and his asso¬

ciates, sitting in the gloomy chamber beneath, exercise
the tremendous and irresponsible power of saying to all
the departments of the Government, " hitherto shall
thou go, and no further." They exercise the preroga¬
tive of annulling laws pa*srd by Congress, and ap¬
proved by the President, whenever in their opinion the
legislative authority has transcended its constitutional
limits. Is not this a self protecting power much more
formidable than the veto of the President? Two-thirds
of Congress may overrule Ihe Executive veto; but the
whole of Congress und the President united, cannot

overrule I lie decisions of the Supreme Court. Their's
is a veto on the action of Ihe whole Government. 1 do
not say thai this power, formidable as it may be, ought
not to exi>l: on ihe contrary, 1 consider it to be one of
the wise checks which the framers of the Constitution
have provided against hasty and unconstitutional legis¬
lation, and is a pari of the great system of mutual re¬

straints which the people have imposed on their ser¬

vants for their own protection. This, however, I will
say, and that with the most sincere respect for the in-
dividual judges; that in my opinion, the whole train of
their decisions from the beginning favors Ihe power of
the General Government at the expense oI Stale rights
and State sovereignly. Where, I a^k, is the case to be
found upon their records, ir. which they have ever de¬
cided Ui.it any act of Congress, from the Alien and
Sedition Laws until the present day, was unconstitu¬
tional, provided it extendi d ihe powers of the Federal
Government? Truly they are abundantly able to pro-
tect their own rights and jurisdiction against either
Congress or ihe Executive,or both united.
Again: ihe Senator asks, why has not the veto been

given to the President on the acts of conventions held
lor the purpose of amending our Constitutions? Ifil
be n- cessaty to restrain Congress, it is equally necessa¬

ry, says he, to restrain conventions. The answer to this
argument id equally easy. It would be absurd to grant
an appeal, through the intervention of the veto, to

the people themselves, against their own acts. They
create conventions by virtue of their own undelegat¬
ed and inalienable sovereignty; and when they speak,
the.r servants, whether Legislative, Executive, or Ju-
dieial, must be silent Besides, when they proceed to
exercise their sovereign power in changing the forms
of (heir Government, they are peculiarly carcful in
the selection ol their delegates.they watch over the
proceedings with vigilant care, and the Constitution
proposed by such a convention is never adopted until
after it lias been submitted to the vote of the people..
It is a mere proposition to the people themselves, and
leaves no room for the action of the veto power.
[" ere Mr. Clay observed that Constitutions, thus

formed, were not afterwards submitted to the people ]
Mr. Buchanan. For many years past, I believe that

this has always been done as it always ought to be
done, in Ihe Stales: and the federal Constitution was

not adopted until after il had been submitted to a con¬

vention of the people of every S:ale in the l!nion.
So much in regard to the Siales. The Senator's ar¬

gument has no application whatever to the Federal
Constitution, which has provided the mode of its own

amendment. It requires two-thirds of both Houses,
the very majority required to overrule a Presidential
veto,even to propose any amendment; and before such
an amendment can be adopted, il must be ratified by
the Legislatures, or by contentions, in three-fourths
of the several Stales. To state this proposition, is to
manifest the absurdity, nay the impossibility of apply
ing the veto power of the President to amendments,
which have thus been previously ratified by such an

overwhelming expression of the public will. Thig
Constitution of ours, with all its checks and balancesi
is a wonderful invention of human wisdom. Founded
upon the most just philosophical principles, and the
deepest knowledge of the naturp of man, it produces
harmony, happiness, and order, from elements, which,
to the superficial observer, might appear to be dis.
cordant
On the whole, I trust not only that this, veto power

may not be destroyed, but that the vote cm the Senator'8

This insurgent procedure,
we feel called upon now, in the exercise of our best
judgments, to pronounce an act of overt treason! Now,
it is tk i: asos: if vou condemn it, coming generations
will pronounce it tufasos, and these foiled architects
of anarchy, traitors! If you approve it, it will rank
as a high precedent sustained and sanctioned by the
popular verdict, containing all the virtue and validity
of the positive law, and giving perennial vitality to
the prerogative of a minority toannihilate the law-mak-
ing power in the Government, whenever the majority
shall not obey their behests in its exercise.
Fellow citizens! this is the great iscuc in which all

others are lost, presented to yi-u Rt this perilous emer-^
gency. The momentous consequences that hang upon
its decision, are with you. Tlie facts are before you.
Vou are the only rightful triers. Your judgment is
final and irreversible.
We humbly hope and confidently believe, that in this

extraordinary conjuncture, ns lovers of law and order,
nay, as the sworn supporters of the Constitution of

your Government, we iiave lully acquitted ourselves
of all our obligations.
Assuming a responsibility imposed upon us by un¬

controllable circumstances, we have informally sepa¬
rated to return to our homes and constituencies, and
await their judgment with the calm confidence of a

conscious rictitudeof conduct.
